Attorney for Applicants respectfully submits that the above-identified application, as 
originally filed in German, comprised a specification as prescribed by 35 U.S.C. §112 
containing a description pursuant to §1.71 and at least one claim pursuant to §1.75. No 
drawings were required by §1.8 1(a). Submitted herewith is a copy of the English translation 
of the above-identified application with a Declaration by the translator, Jane Roberta Mann, 
stating that the document is a true and accurate translation of the German text corresponding 
to U.S. Application Serial No. 10/624,983. The translated text contains nineteen (19) claims, 
as did the German text. Thus, this application met all filing requirements as of July 22, 2003.

Withdrawal of the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application and grant of a filing date 
of July 22, 2003 for the above-identified application is respectfully requested.
